A Broken Engagement Causes Maggie

Mrs. Checlerk testified that 
the young lady was engaged to be married, but 
abont two weeks ago tne young man 
broke off the engagement. Since then 
Miss Schmidt complained of ‘severe pains 
inthe head and region of the heart, and often 
said if she could secure what she wanted ta the 
store she would not be on this earth long. Dr. 
Winton heid a post-mortem examination and de- 
cided that the efrl died of heart disease superin- 
duced by disappointment in love aud mental ex- 
citement. The audanum was not used by the young 
lady, but was purehased by another member 
of the family. The coroner’s jury returned a ver- 
dict to the effect that the young lady died ofa 
proken heart, caused by disappointment in love.

Charles P. Daly, the Eminent Geo- 
grapher, Interviewed, 


What He Thinks About the Future of bieutens 
ant Greely—Hiw all Difficulty Could Have 
Been Avoided—Gree!y will Undoubted'y At» 
tempt to Escape This Fail.

SAG HARPOR, L. I., September 17.—The Hon. 
Charles BR. Daly, Chief Justice of the Court of 
Common Pieas, is also président of the New York 
Geographical Society. A reporter of the Post- 
DISPATCH Visited nim to-day, at bis country-seat 
near this place, to learn what, in his 
opinion, will be the result, in  Con-

for a permanent station. Tuere aniinals suitable 
for food abound, and it is comparatively easy of 
necess to vessels. [so expressed myself through 
others to Capt. Howgate.”’ 

“It is further north than other circumpolar sta- 
tions, is it no.?”’ 

“Yes, the furtherest north of all. but that is no 
recomipendation, sir, but the opposite, Of course 
it is important to get far north for observations, 
but it 1s of far greater importance to 
know what is golaug on around = the 
poles, Let me briefly exple'n this to 
you. Thereisthe earth.” said he, taking up a 
hand spade to illusirate his meaning, “revolving 
on its axis, with the land, the water and sur 
rounding atmosphere moving with it. Now, we 
will never fully uncerstand the laws of ocean and 
iand currents, unless we Kuow what !s going on 
in the Arctic region, It is more important to 
have observations there than at the equator. The 
earth 

IS FLATTENED AT THE POLES, 

and the motions of currents of air and water 
is affected by the earth’s = siruct- 
ure in the vicinity of the axis 
and the character of its movement. Most nations 
have recognized the importanee of observ tions, 
and with the exception of the Swedish and United 
States stations, the posts are nearly in acircie 
around the poles. There are ten of these stations, 
and it is evident that this connected or continuous 
circular chain of observation made by ali of them 
at about the same distance from the pole and re¢- 
ularly through the yearisof greater value than 
any isolated observation taken at a station further 
north. To keep these stations in a cirele and make 
what I might eall a concentric advance towards 
the pole as favorable opportuniiy offers is, in mv 
opinion, the only true method of obtaining really 
scientific resuits of value, bot only to the exten- 
sion of our Knowledge, but also to commerce aud 
navigation.” 

“Was it necessary for Lieutenant Greely to 
have gone so far north?” 

“No. So faras the Signal Service is concerned. 
The purposes of his voyage 

COULD HAVE BEEN ACCOMPLISHED 
without exposing himself and his party to 
the diMieulties so graphically described 
by Mr. George Nares when he passed 
through the same region. But it Is too late to 
reflect upon the mistakes of the past. Lieutenant 
Greely is iee bound in Lady Franklin’s Bay. The 
question arises, can he ana Ais party survive 
through the winter? If he has left the bay suf- 
ficientiy early, he might, though with great dif- 
ficulty, push his way through to more hapitable 
regions; if not it will simply be a question of pro- 
visions. Ifthey hold out he may remaim until 
spring, if not he will undoubtedly attempt to ef- 
fect _his escape this fall. e Was ordered 
to leave September 1, and he undoubtedly 
did soif he could. That, of agurse, depends alto- 
gether upon the circumstancéS;of which he alone 
could judge.”’ 

“Cannot the Government reach Littleton Isi- 
and?” 

“It could, with very great difficulty and under 
exeeptionally favorable circumstances. 1 hardly 
think, however, that any atiempt will be made 
this winter, for even if 1t should be successiul, 
Lieut. Greely might not be at the island after 


all.”

Clark, Special Dep- 
uty Collector, to El Paso, Texas, to whom tt was 
addressed, in Which the former says there are 
conflicting accounts of the presence 
of yellow’ fever and black vomit at 
Mazatian and Guaymas, Mexico, but he (deputy 
coliector) has direct information of death from 
olack vonitat Guaymas from a gentlemen whe

letter from a rallroad man who runs to and 
from Guaymas, stating that the people are dying 
in that place at the rate of from three to six a day 
of that and other fever. Ina letter transmittin 
this ecommunication, Special Collector Clark 
urges the taking of steps to prevent the spread of 
the fever into the -United States. He 
Savs the railroad from Guaymas 
enters Arizona Territory at Nogales, 
Upes receipt of these letters Dr. Hammond 
telegraphed Deputy Collector Bunneily, at Yuma, 
for further iuformation. To day he reeeived the 
following dispatch: “Accounts are conflicting 
coneerning the true character of the aiseese, but 
it is attended by fatal conditions. The Jatest 
news ludieates au increasing mortality.”

THE BLACK FLAC. 


A Sketch of the Chinese Pirates 
and Freebooters. 
The People With Whom the French are Fight» 
ing—Their Origin and Connection With 
China—The Black Hand in Spain. 


Those readers of the dally press who cast their 
eyes over the columns devoted to foreign tele- 
graphie correspondence are no doubt familar 
with the names “Black Hand” and “Black Flag.” 
Hasty readers mistake one organization for the 
other and even those who peruse carefully, find 
themselves confused at times with the similarity 
of names. The two leagues, or associations, or 
guilds, or bodies, or whatever they may,be called, 
were organized for widely different purposes, and 
are of widely different countries. The “Black 
Hand” exists in Spain, the “Black Flag” in China. 
The name of the one is made familiar through the 


recent revolution in Spain; thatof the other 
through the late Frranco-Chinese difficulty. 
THE BLACK HAND 
is A secret society in Spain, organized for the 
purpose of effecting a revolution. What the 
name means or how it was adopted has not been 
developed, but as assassivation of traitors is the 
chief feature of the society, it 1s likely the name 
has some significance in that direction. It was 
organized only recenily, and is composed nearly 
altogether of the working classes. Many officers 
and persons of influence have offered to join it. 
but they have always beén met witha demand 
for guarantees. The revolutionary ‘workmen of 
Spain joined the society with the pled ge to rise 
up and take arms against the Government 
ata piven signal, and all swore to assassinate 
any leader who betrayed« the cause. The rising 
or revolution will be simultaneous in every town 
where the society exists. If in any oné toww the 
leaders shoutd fail to do their duty they are to be 
tracked out and assassinated. The insurrection- 
ists, if masters of a tewn, are bound to fight or 
withdraw, but never to capitulate. If, after the 
triumph of a revolution any leader deserts his 
arty and seeks to facilitate a restoration, he will 
all under the assassin’s knife. Every leader who 
shall have tailed to conform to the condition of 
this pact will be killed without mercy or hesita- 
tion. This punishment has been provided for to 
serve as the most effective of warnings, and when 
the couutry is again ripe for insurrection the or- 
der. will have been purged of its traitors. While 
these conditions have +. many from joining the 
society it has solidified by fear those who are 
members, and at the same time retarded the day 
of revolution. The crowd is now ready, but there 
is a lack of leaders. The work of the Blaek Hand 
is not apparent because it is secret. There are 
many secret societies in Spain, but this is the 
most terrible. Nearly all the murders which oc- 
cur in the interior of the country are attributed 
to the Black Hand, 
| “THE BLACK FLAG” 

is 4 more powerful organization. The French 
have found those who gather under the black 
flagto bea wary, calculating body of men, who 
a under peculiar tactics. They are called 

ak-kiin the original, and were made use of by 
the Chinese government to fight the French, ona 
the principle that you set a pirate to catch a 
pirate. [hey are Chinese by race and appear- 
ance, and their history dates back to the breaking 
out of the Taeping rebeilion in the Province of 
Kivangsi. It spread fromthat province across 
China, and was&finally overcome by the joint 
efforts of the imperial commander and Gen. 
Gordon. In 1865 those of the rebels who had 
either remained in Kivangsi, or who had the good 
fortune to escape there, were expelled the prov- 
ince by the Emperor’s lieutenants, and driven 
across the border into Tonquin, that part of China 
which the French recently endeavored to cap- 
ture. The rebels found a secure place of refug 
in the mountains on either side of the Red River 
Valley; but far froin wishing to exasperate the 
Chinese authorities they showed a disposition to 
act in obedience to their behests, and to carry out 
their projects. In pumbers their fighting men 
were at this time computed at 5,000. At first the 
recognized chief was a man named Watsong, said 
to have been one of the principal of Taeping 
Wang’s followers. and the band of exiles were 
accompanied by their wives and families. The 
Anamese KTonquin) troops were repeatedly sent 
against these troublesome seif-invigted guests, but 
Only to experience defeat; and in 1868 these Chi- 
nese rebels were in unquestioned possession of 
the right bank of the Kea River above the capi- 
tal. The assistance of the Chinese viceroy of the 
Two Kwang was invoked, and accorded wiih 
such good results that these assailants were ex- 
me from the low-lying country and confined to 
‘he upper course of the river. A division in the 
chiefship of the band came almost at the same 
moment to give increased effect to the inter- 
ference of the Chinese authorities. Watsong 
died, and two chiefs were elected in his stead— 
one bythe foltowers of the Taepings, the other 
by those who had joinedSWatsong in the hope of 
ylunder, or from the desire to elude the pursuit of 
Justice. The breaking up of the association was 
made the more compiete by the adoption of differ- 
ent ensigns, and while those infavorof an ad- 
venturous life retained ‘‘the biack flag,’ the rest, 
anxious for the safety of their families, and wiil- 
ing to come to terms with the authorities both of 
Annam and China, adopted as theirtoken “the 
yellow flag.” The division was of a more serious 
character than the mere change of a name, for 
the Biack Flags were composed of the worst 
characters and most dangerous maraud- 
ers of a disturbed border and 
a tropbied period. Their leader, Liu 
Yuen Fou, had been the most famous free- 
booter of Kivangsi, from which position it was an 
easy passage for him to become the most trusty 
officer of the Watsong. But the Yellow Flags 
were much more disposed to settle down and iead 
a peaceful life. Someof them had neither sym- 
pathized with nor taken partin the operations of 
the Taepings and their. chief’ Hwang Tsong In, 
had been a soldier in the army of Kivangsi. The 
_— settiement in the Biack Flags is at Lav 

ai on the Red River, while that of the Yellow 
Flags is at Hagiang, some distance east and inland 
ofthat place. Although the Black Fiags were 
the fiercer the Yellow Flags were more 
numerous andenjoyed a superiority in this re- 
spect which the former could notiguore. Ky supb- 
sidizing the latter the Anamese authorities were 
able to feel that they had done something toward 
insuring the good behavior of the iormer. They 
did not refuse, however, to avail themselves of the 
military services of the one or the other as suited 
their couvenience; and when M. Garnier made 
himself master of the @lanoi in 1873 it was witi 
an army largely composed ofthe Black Fiags that 
the Am@mimese returned to atiack bim. The 
Frencn officer did not make sufficient allowance 
for their superior courage, and whirile “mak- 
ing an attack on their position was 
cut down and killed. The Black Flags were, 
therefore, utilized by the Chinese Government 

es with a satisfaction which 

grew from a consciousness that ifthe French won 
their batties they would annihilate the Black 
Fiags, while if victory perched on the Black Flag 
the government weuld win from France. The 
Black Flags wear shields of steel with a cushion 
of horse hair and silk on the outside,’ which ren- 
ders them impenetrable to the bullet of a foreign 
rifle. They were — with Orsini bombs aud 
run cotton disks. under cover of the Tonquin 
jungies they used these with dire effect. 
‘here are many of them who cau 
remain under water for thirty minutes, 
and they. know of certain compounds which, if 
ee to the bottom of a vessel, wood or iron, 
will sink it. The tactics of the Black Flags were 
not to fight the French openly, but to worry them, 
retreat, draw them into a pursuit, and wien the 
latter tired in the chase or gave it up, to altack 
them again, move off again aud so on, the idea 
being to tire out the foreiyn troops and then to 
slaugiter them. Ifthe French Government had 
not changed their position on the question of the 
Anam annexation the worid would have seen 
sume singular warfare.

Blake recognizes in the intended wife of 
the planter the woman whom he had 
as a lawyer, prosecuted and caused 
be imprisoned in the North on a 
charge of larceny. He threatens to discover her 
identity to her husband. She pleads and wins, 
and the lawyer promises protection. 

The husband of Edith, who is not dead. now 

uts in an . earance, and, unknown to either 
7raham or Blake, is poreonating Harry Living- 
stone, a confidential friend of Graham. At the 
latter's home he finds Edith and threatens ex- 
posure. 

The villain’s influence over the unfortunate 
woman for the time succeeds, and Edith submits 
to an accusation of robbery, and confesses to a 
crime she did not commit, in order to save her 
husband from denunciation for traitorous actions 
in befriending Blake. 

Biake, in turn, is accused of betraying the hus- 
band. blake euards the wife's secret, pleads for 
her, and gradually obtains a ciew by which he 
commences to unravel part of the mystery, and 
eventually succeeds in encompassing Livingstohe 
in his own villainy. 4 

This leads to the denouement, discovery, for- 
giveness and retribution. 

The mountiug of the play was admirable, and 
its interpretation by the company so strong, and, 
witnal, so perfect, that the house was taken com- 
pletely by storm, and a triumph was scored such 
as has not been witnessed in Pope’s heater for 
many a day. 

The extraordinarily powerful situations closing 
the second and third acts were maguificently pre- 
sented and the result was repeated calls betore 
the curtain of the principals in the cast.

The play, which succeeded in New Yor« and 
Roston last season after having been successfuliy 
piayed through the Northwest under the manage- 
meut of J. K. Tillotson, who sold it to Harry 
Lacy, is magnificently constructed. 

There is but one weak spot in it, and that atthe 
end, where the viliain is rey Parc of by a bullet from 
the hero’s revolver. This eros duel can b 
excused only on the ground that the wronged bu 
suddeuly righted husband is a Southern gentile-* 
man who believes in swift justice and likes none 
better than that administered vy bis own hand. 

The shooting, however, was the close of the play 
and almost spoils the entire effect of the drama. 
Some other means should be discovered of getting 
rid of the hero. The play needs a new ending. 

Miss Emily Rigl, the leading lady, enacied her 
difficult role in a manner thaé at once declared 
her as probably the finest emotional actress now 
before the public. 

Her face has a wonderful range of expression, 
and notwithstanding the foreign tones ol her 
voice andaslight tendency to sbriliness in ber 
expression, ber elocution is a wonderful revela- 
tion of the richness and resources of that organ. 

In the light love scenes of the first act she was 
graceful and effective, while in the extremely 
passiopate scenes that followed the em otions 
were portrayed with a fidelity that wrougut deep 
into the hearts of the audieace, 

Throughoat the entire play Miss Rigl was com- 
plete mistress of her artand audience. I Know 
of no actress of the present day who could give a 
finer portraiture of tne interesting character of 
Edith Gray. 

Mr. Lacy, who personates the planter, likewise 
a general inthe Confederate service, isan actor 
of strength and sterling merit. He shared the 
honors of the eveniug with Miss Rigl. 

Ralph Dilmore, the villain, is a ;first-class artist 
and did his work well. Miss Hawthorne, as Dora, 
and Miss laa Gienn, the soubrette—particularly 
the latter—were very good and contributed to the 
general excelience of the performance. 

Fravuk Burbeck’s Blake was rather weak when 
judged by the excellent company in which it was 
tound, and Mr. E. A. Locke’s comedy was not up 
to the standard of the rest of the entertainment.

JURY AND COURT. 
Judge Van Wagoner andthe Grand 
Jury Resume Work.

Crime Running Riot and the City Badly in 
Need of an Active Grand Jury—Criminal 
Court. : 


This morning the Criminal Court met for t he 
first time since the summer vacation. Judge Van 
Wagoner, who left the bench two months ago to 
occupy a sick bed, has almost entirely recovered 
froma serious complaint, and spent the latter 
part of the summer in the East. The first busi- 
ness of the session was forming a grand jury for 


immediate service. Of the thirty members se- 
lected from the jury wheel, only eighteen an- 
swered. Of this number several were excused 
from service. Two of the citizens summoned ap- 
peared in obedience to the subpoena, and, leaning 
close up to the Judge’s left ear, made their ex- 
cuses on account of the difficulty in hearing. 

“I will cousider your excuse, sir,” said the 
Judge. 

“sir?” inquired the applicant for release, 
stretching himself over{the desk and making an 
audiphone out of his hand arid left ear flap. After 
repeated voeal efforts on the part of the Judge, 
the citizen threatened with the honor of being a 
graud juror was made to understand the situa- 
tion with difficulty and retired back to the witness 
chairs at the further end of the bar. When the 
Jude looked over the list he said: «I will excuse 
the first named gentieman on account of defective 
hearing.” 

The gentleman indicated jumped up, and, 
bowing his thanks to the court, withdrew without 
any further aiscussion. The following

Van Wagoner said: “I am not aware of anv spe- 
cial matters to which voar attention should be spe- 
clally called. I have no knowledgé of any par- 
ticular crime except such as gathered from the 
public press and from observation. Crime is still 
running riot in this city. The  pis- 
tol and knife are used with the 
accustomed frequency. Burglars and thieves 
are still at work and probably will be unui the 
end of time, but this isa matier that will need 
your attention, On account of the shortness of 
the session, which only inciudes about twelve 
working days, the court recommends you Ww first 


are in jail. When you get through with 
these you will take up the bond cases and such 
other matters as may be brought to your atten- 
tion. itis the custom of the grand jury w visit 
the city institutions, but on account of the short- 
ness of this session you need only visit the jail, 
as required by statute. I will now read you 
section 1791 of the Revised Statutes on your 
duties. The proceedings of former grand juries 
have leaked out and become pubdlic property. 
This is an injury tothe public service. The Cir- 
cult Attorney aud the Assistant Circuit Attorney 
have aright to appear before you except when 
re are taking a vote. The Circuit Attorney 

as the right to examine ali witnesses 
that he or you may see fit to examine. It has in¢ 
years gone by been the custom, through courtesy, 
to permit outside lawyers to present matters to 
the Grand Jury. This is wrong, and should not 
be permitted. The court desires to cail your at- 
tention to the large numoer of cases of obtaining 
money under faise pretenses which are brought 
vTap Many of these it seems are only in- 
Stituted to effect a settlement, and I would warn 
you to be careful about such cases.

He had been sick iess 
than a week. Judge Krum was boru near Hud- 
son, N. Y., in 1810. He was admitted tu the bar 
in his native State in 1833, and during 
the next year removed to St. Louis. Haviug provery- 
ty interests ip illinois he removed to Alton, where 
he at once established a lucrative practicee. U pon 
the incorporation of Altou in 1837, he Was slected 
its first mayor. The toilowing year he wa elect- 
ed State Senator from Madisuun County. In 1839 
he married in Massachusetts a daughter of Ches- 
ter Harding, the celebrated artist, In 1840 he 
returned to St. Louis, where he ever since re- 
sided. He was appoiuted a Judge vi the Circuit

and heid the position unlil 1848, When 
he was vieetea Mayor of the city. Judge Kruin 
took an active luterest in educational matiers 
ane for ten years Was amember of the Board of 
Education. Judge Krum remained with the 
Democratic party until the fall of Sumter, when 
he at once allied himself with the Kepubiicans, 
with whom he has ever since acted.

THE PARISIAN. 


A Man of Most Peculiar Character— 
His Coatradictory Traits. 
Paris Cor. San Francisco Chronicle. 


Last week a letter came to me all the way 
from Marysville, Cal., in which the writer 
called my attention to the fact that | too 
frec uentty made use of the adjective “Paris- 
lan” in this correspondence. “In one of 
your recent letters,’’ she writes, “I read ‘a 
traly Parisian comedy,’ ‘an essentially Pa- 
risian novel,’ and other such expressions. 
Pray what do you mean by them?” 1 could 
answer the question propounded me by quot- 
ing the admirable delineation of a Parisian 
Which the younger Dumas has given as “a 
being whom God has created expressly that 
the foreigners may never know exactly what 
to think of a Frenchman,” but I won’t. Not 
80 very ion ago a littie boux made its ap- 
pearance, “Le letit Breviare Parisien,” in 
which a male Parisian is defined as “a slin- 
pleton in the dress of a skeptic,” anda Pa- 
risienne, that is to say a female Parisian as 
‘a wonderful doll, who has a costume. a 
phrase and a malady for every circumstance 
in life’ M. Jules Claretie, who wields “an 
essential! Parisian” pen, says that ‘tthe Pa- 
risian and all that is Parisian is composed of 
contrasts, made of mosiac and fed upon au- 
tithesis,” ‘Ihe essential characteristic of tue 
Parisian is his impressionability; he 
is carried away in turn by a grand 
opera or by a_ bleod-and-thunder meélo- 
drama of the most dissimiiar ideas. 
by paintings which are the strongest prorat - 
bie contrast to each other, by a statue of per- 
fect proportions, and by a monkey of more 
than diabvlieal hideousness. He is kind 
and at the same time ferocious, Half a hun- 
dred men will hasten to render aid to some 
one whois injured in the street; twenty 
thousand men and women will rush to see 
sume one splashing in the Seine if he is ac- 
cused of being a spy; that is, if anyone 
turns up with sufficient energy and enough 
courage to throw this mouchard into the 
river, The Parisian who dves not believe 
in God, who doubts everything, still believes 
that there are police spies, aud these, with 
the Germans, are his betes noire. Asa red 
rag istoa bull, so are the moucharus and 
the Jesuits to the Parisian. Stiil this Paris- 
lan, especially if he be of the working class- 
es, is as confiding as a child and as suspicious 
asamiser. He hates royalty aud behaves 
brutaliy in the presence of aristeciats, but 
he will go to the Porte Saint Martin, tw the 
Ambigu, or tu the Gaitie ‘Theater and shed 
ah oceal OL tears over some stage piece in 
which kings and queens and noble folks are 
the principal sufferers. ‘i'he Parisian oi the 
salon and of the buulevard is not less contid- 
ing and skeptical than is his proletarian 
brother. M. Jules Claretic says that he 
once saw Villemessant at a periormance of 
‘Le Chevalier de Maison Rouge,” and the 
founder of the Figaro newspaper was weep- 
ing like a woman over the tailure of the 
hero tosave the queen trom the ‘lewple 
prison, 

‘I can not bear to see it,” exclaimed the 
stanch old royalist. ‘“‘Pvor Marie Antoin- 
ette! And when I remember tuat those ac- 
cursed Republicaus—{and theu suddenly dry- 
ing his eyes],—but what a doukey i am to 
aliow myself to be moved in this way. After 
all she would be ‘as bad to-day if she had es- 
caped as she is for not having escaped.” 

A thousand articies might be devoted to 
defining what is and what is not Parisian, 
and yet DO progress be made on this peculiar 
subject. There is but one way to know 
about Paris, and that is to come here and 
sliuply lounge through its streets, cafes, 
theaters, clubs and restaurants. [tis Paris 
Which vutes death by dynamite to all aristo- 
crats, and it is Paris which goes wiid over 
ballet dancers or abandoned honest wives 
for the arms of cocoties, Wuuse embraces 
are fur sale to allthe world. Itis Paris, 
Which, at mi-careme, throngs the boulevard 
to assist at the ridiculous procession of 
Batignoiles washerwomen, and the next day 
goes en masse tocarry flowers to Victor 
Hugo in honor of the anniversary of his 
birth. Voltaire’s apostrophe, “Ah, Paris- 
ians! Parisians! you never dance beiter 
than when you are dancing around the corp- 
ses of your brothers!” is as true to-day as 
when he uttered it. A Parisian is generous 
and cruel, amusing and disgusting, polite and 


and dishonest—in brief, much that is goud 
and much that is bad, and it is hard to say 
whether his virtues or his vices are the most 
numerous.

Paris as a Sea-Port. 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 


The problem of making Paris into a sea- 
port has been the subject of sume iively dis- 
cussions at the recent meeting of the French 
Association forthe Advancement of Science, 
at Rouen. This project of bringing the sea 
to Parisis by no meansa new one. Henri 
{V is said to have been the originator of the 
scheine. It was not, however, until 1825 that 
serious preparations were made to realize the 
project, but they came to an end in the revo- 
lution of 1830. nder Napoleon Illa small 
vessel with the name of Paris-Port-de-Mer 
was set afloat, which, however, soon came to 
grief when homeward bound from one of its 
trips across the sea. The project has jJately 
been taken up again by a French engineer, 
but his maritime canal only gets to Poissy 
between which place and Paris ships woul 
have to pass so many locks that the whole 
benefit of the enterprise would be lost. The 
cost of this canal would be £3,560,000. This 
project of making Paris a sea-port has hither- 
to only been the dream of poets and specu- 
jators, but now distinguished French engi- 
neers have proposed to solve the difficulty in 
another way. To make the Seine accessibie 
to sea-going vessels, they say, it is only 
necessary that the two principal ports, Havre 
and Rowen should be improved, aud the river 
between Rouen and Paris dredged and made 
deeper. By this means they hope to realize 
the prophetic saying of the First Consul— 
“Havre, Rouen and Paris are only one and 
the same city, of which the Seine is the chief 
street.”

DOG OLL AND CATS’ SKINS. 


What Becomes of the Dead Canines 
aud Felines. 
From the Philadeiphia Record. 


“We skins the horses andthe dogs. Some- 
times we skins the cats. Then we bile ‘em 
all up together, and make that and these 
here out of ’em.” The speaker was bloody 
from neck to boots, and the “that and these 
here’ were two piles of black stuff, the odor 
from which was somewhat off color, The 
place.was one of the four or five earrion-ren- 
dering establishments which dot the river 
banks a quarter of a mile below Bridesbarg. 
The cats and dogs referred to were the 
twenty or thirty barrels of these animals 
recelyed each week from the city dog-pound 
and the “eat home” on Lombard street, be- 
low Thirteenth. Uere aiso are takeu all tiie 
dead currion which can be begged or pur- 
chased in the city. in the darkest hours of 
hight great covered wagons make their mys- 
terious way through the by-ways of Puaila- 
delphia. ‘hese lumbering vebicles are large 
enough to carry two dead horses, and ho 
matter how long the earrion they find has 
been dead, if ic will held together itis gath- 
ered up, and the wagons’ march resumed 
until their rounds have been completed and 
they dump their repulsive Joads at the estab- 
lishnients on the river bank. 

‘Sometimes,’ said the man in cha gs, 
“we gets a big supply in the wag of a Gre. 
After the Knickerbideker Ice Company’s tire 
we had ail we could dv for some time. In 
the ordinary run we gets here about thirty 
horses and mules and twenty barrels of dead 
eats and dogs every week. What do we 
du with ’em? Well, you see, they goes three 
or four ways. We cuts ’em up, bones and 
all, and tosses ’eminto that big biler over 
yonder. When tuat has biled away for 
twenty-four er more heurs we get out the 
bones und they gu to the boneyard to make 
We press the oi outen the Dbal- 
alice, auu Lhat goes mostly to make lubrica- 
tion [iubricating} oil or to soap-makers. The 
other stuff is put in the sun and dried, and 
we nake phosphate out of it ourselves.” 

The skins, the men said, were suid to the 
tanners. Inthe winter and early summer 
the cats are skinned, and the hide is used in 
the lining ot winter circulars tor ladies. ‘Two 
curious uses are, however, frequently made 
of the dogs. ‘heir fat is eareiully taken off 
and manufactured intu “dog eti,”” which 
among superstitious persons, especially tue 
colored people, possess almost miraculous 
virtue in the cure of various diseases, but 
chiefly of rheumatism. In all localities 
Where the colored population is targe this 
vilis for sale, and always selis for a good 
price. It is also in demand for consump- 
tives. Very frequently people who have 
been pronounced ineurables go to the estab- 
lishment and beg tue people there to sell 
them some of the vil obtained from the dog 
fat. Oceasionaily persons will bring dogs 
which they have killed themse!ves and have 
the oil manufactured trom them. 

S me of the rendering establishments 
along the river do an enormous business, 
receiving their supplies not only from the 
city but from abroad by the car-load. Some 
of them use the intestines and refuse matter 
from the slaughter-house and gbattoirs.

THE COMTE DE PARIS. 
Cnaracteristics of the New Head of the 
House of France. 

From the Pall Mall Gazette. 


The Comte de Paris is 

ror Exile was no 

school that it was to Louis 

Louis Napoleon. . They were better 

ing outcasts. Louis a ea acquired meny 
liberal ideas and had his judgment strengin- 
ened and his perceptions sharpened by the 
miseries he experienced in foreign lands. 
Louis Napoleon's human sympathies were 
widened. He learned that there was @ oe 
tion sociale, and at least how to ye piaus- 
ibly to the crowd, The Comte de lived 
in E jand in a well-shut-in tribe, Any vis- 
ta of English liberalism that was opened te 
him there was at Strawberry hill. The tri- 
als which his family experienced merely ir- 
ritated his nerves and did net aevelop latent 
energies. They were all wealthy, aud some 
of them were inillionaires. They were all 
royat until the Emperor and Empress of the 
French came to visit England, on the best 
terms with the sovereign. When the Comte 
de Paris went to Manchester to gather ma 
tials tor a work on trade-unions he took 

him a “coach’—M, Jules Simon. He was 
introduced to mifli-owners by members of 
parliament, was entertained by them 
at their houses, taken by them over their 
factories, listened attentively to what expla- 
nations they chose to give, made copious 
notes, and with them and the aid of parlia- 
inentary blue books and clippings from 
newspaper articles, wrote the work which. 
Mr. Nassau Seniar transiated, but which no- 
body reads. A Peter the Great would haye 
sleptin casual wards, would have sought 
employinent as a genuine rative, and 
written, out of the tulinesas of his knowl- 
edge, something that would have p 

and interested. 

To conquer France the Comte de Paris 
should know France, and know ber well. He 
had the misfortune, when he returned from 
England, to let himseif be closed in by noble 
and wWeaithy nen and women, Who aim now 
as they did then at making through him a 
property of their couatry. The De Broglios, 
Decazes, D’ Harcourts and De Beauvoirs, who 
have so far been the political directors of 
the Comte de Paris, were publicly associated 
with Bontoux in the Union Generale. His 
most intimate friend, A. Bocher, is a bour- 
geois of Very bounded mind and narrower 
syupathies, but seeing clearly what he does 
see. it was in his drawing-room that the ar- 
ticies of the Wallan constitution were elab- 
orated. His liberalism does not go so far as 
that of M. Leon Say. M. Bocher has been a 
good deai ia railway management, and under- 
sands the hourse as well as the Koths- 
childs. 

the Comte de Paris has rustic tastes, and 
appreciates the biessings of country life. 
fie resides in the summer and early autumn 
in the beautiful Chateau d’Eu, which Queea 
Victoria twice visited in Louis Philippe’s 
reign, and in restoring it he was rich enough 
tw obtain the assistance of M. Viollet Leduc. 
This seat is near the coast and close toa 
pretty river that keeps, within view of the 
chateau, a flour aud a saw-mill at work. 
Some of the most beautiful sites of Nor- 
many are in the forest of Eu, which also be- 
longs to the Comte de Paris. The stabies 
are weil furnished with powerful borses for 
drawing wagonettes and chars-a-bancs; with 
park hacks which the Comtesse de Paris 
rides, and ponies that sir drives four-in- 
hand. As they have always lived with near 
relations, their feelings are tribal. ‘Their 
outer circle is a coterie, and they would be 
miserable, I dare say, if obliged to let in 
strangers upon them. Possessivn of a crown 
might bring thein such advantages as in- 
crease of wealth and brilliant matches for 
their children. But it would root them up — 
from all their habits and leave no room for 
quiet happiness. As King of France, the 
Comte de Paris would have tv live in public, 
and be as much exposed to calumny as M, 
Gambetta was at the Petit Bourbon. He has 
neither the nerve nor the thick skin that 
would be required for the position. To be at 
ali comfortabie he would have tomake l’etas 
de siege a permanent institution. Were he 
poor and in debt ora man of bold energetic 
character, | couid understand him ijending 
himself to the designs of his party. But he 
has ample means wo live in good style in the 
country, in Paris, and at Cannes. His uncle, 
it is expected, will leave him Chantilly and a 
large fortune to keep it up. All the royalties 
who come to France visit him and his wife, 
He can dispuse of his leisure as he pleases, 
and his tastes leag him to spend it in study, 
newspaper reading and his garden. Though 
not unheaithy, he has a frail constitution 
and a tall, siender figure that is nut made to 
support the wear aud tear of political strife. 
The harsh winters of Paris are too much for 
him to bear. He is sensitively alive to 
criticism. Nature disqualified him to bear 
the pillory in which Mine. de Girardin said 
he was doomed to be stuck. Circumstances 
have so far given the lie to her forecast. 

by letting his party drag him on, the Comte 
de Paris exposes himself to be “mocked, 
scoffed and hovted at,” he will be, with bis 
thin skin, supremely wretched. 

‘The Comtesse de Paris is said to be ambi- 
tious. She is an intrepid horsewonian,active, 
enterprising, and admires her husband’s 
many virtues. but she overrates his political 
capacities, or, rather, Kaowing nothing of 
France beyoud her own narrow set, she 
ignores the strain that would be put u 
them if he openly disputed with the repubiic,
